Lo.vDox, May 13, — A Buluwayo dis- 
patcli says'that Beale's column inflicted 
defeat upon the Matabele at Novene on 
Saturday without themselves siiffiiriiijj; 
any 1<58S. 

Ill an engaL'eraent at Novene, near 
I'livelo, on Saturday, half a niilu irnm 
Mavin's main kraal, tlie Matabele main- 
tained a hot fire for fifteen minates. 
Geoil Rhodes and Captain Met- 
calfe were well to the front 
throughout the engagement. The 
Maxim rapid firinfc gun was 
not used. It ia impossible to estiinalo 
the number of the enemy killed, owing 
to the thick bush and the high grass 
which there wag in the locality of the 
flght. Miivin's and other kraals wore 
compleloly destroyed. Tho patrol stavled 
lo-(liiy in inirsuit of the retreating na- 
tives. The bodies of two white men 
wore found, wbiidi were identilied as 
tliose of Waish and riiirl)oard. 

In the Capetown bouse of nssenibly to- 
day ^[r. Merriam, in moving a resolu- 
tion in favor of revoking the ehartet- of 
of the I5riti.^h South Africa Company, 
maintained tliat the cliief culprits ought 
to be dealt with, namely, the Chartered 
Company which had been guilty of cor- 
ruption. Rutherford Harris, (secre- 
tary in South Africa of the Char- 
tered Company), ought to take bis 
placoin the dock, said Mr. Merriman, 
aloncside of Gardner WilUama, manager 
of tBe Debeers mines, who was tried for 
Bujjplying arms to Johannesburg. It 
was a scandal, he went on. to prosecute 
tlie agents and not the princijjals. lie 
denounced the way in which Rhodesia 
had been denuded of troops to take part 
in the Johannesburg raid, leaving the 
people tliere at the mercy of the 
Matabele. 

A despatch from Capetown to tlie 
Times gays : " Ijocal feeling is so 
strong in Cecil Rhode's favor that if he 
were a candidate for election here or in 
any British centre he would head tlie 
poll. 

The Daily Telegraph's Pretoria de- 
spatch says that President Kruger's wife 
is seripuwy ill. 

The Standard's parliamentary corre- 
spondent reports a minor that Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain has cabled to 
President Ivrugor an expostulation 
against his delay in announcing the final 
sentences of the convicted reformers. 

The Madrid c.'rrespondent of the 
Standard says: "On Monday Spain and 
the United States arrive<l at an ami- 
cable understanding, and the Competi- 
tor prisoners will be allowed a fresh 
trial before the ordinary court, under 
the existing treaties between Spain and 
the United States." 

Forty arrests have been made for le.se 
majeate at Frankfurt-on-the-Main in 
the last 30 days. 

The Minister for the Colonies, Senor 
Tomas Castellano, denies that Captain- 
General Weyler intends to resign, and a 
despatch from Havana to the Iraparcial 
also makes the same statement. • 

The Xi!w York correspoiuleiil of the 
Tiiiiea informs his paper tliat the speech 
from the Spanish throne bus created a 
good impression in the United Stiites. 
lie add.", " There is liere a settled 
opinion among lai-ge classes of Ameri- 
cans that Spain cannot and ought not to 
re.cont^uer Cuba." 

The Times has a despatch from Singa- 
pore which sayp that " greater entering 
facilities have been accorded to Chinese 
juiilcs in (he Island of Formosa, thus 
crippling the Knulish steamer trade." 

Sir ,Iolin Millais, president of the 
Royal academy who had the operation 
of tracheotomy performed upon him on 
Saturiiay night for what is supposed to 
';e cancer, continues in a critical con- 
lilion. 

In an editorial regarding the reported 
seizure at Cliefoo of land situated within 
the British concession, the Times say.« : 
" It is inconceivable that tho land which 
China cedes to Itussia at Chefoo forms 
part of the liritish concessions. Such 
an act would entail an iriimediate de- 
mand for reparation. In anycase thegov- 
ernmentwill see that Englishmen are not 
wronged with impunity.- The moral of 
the incident is that other powers dis- 
pense with preliminary exhortation 
when they want anything from China 
ind threaten force. China knows tliey 
ire in earnest and yields. Until we in- 
■itii a similar conviction into the maii- 
larins we shall always come off second 
best, where France and Russia are our 
riviils." 

Admiral Navarro has been assigned to 
])roceed with the trial of the schooner 
Competitor, which was seized as a flli- 
busterer and on board which five men 
were captured i whose sentence of death 
is now under consideration bp the Span- 
ish government. The vessel is liable to 
A special juriBdiction exclusive of the 
cognizance of the marine court. 

The summary court martials of two 
prisoners of war, Antonio Acosta and 
Martin, have taken place at Havana. 
The lirat mentioned was tried at the 
military liospital and tho second man 
referred to was placed on trial in the 
Cabana fortress. The results of the 
trials have not yet been announced. 

In an engagement at Cailejon Zapata, 
in this province, the insurgents lost foar> 
teen killed. At different places fifteen 
insurgents have surrendered, to tho 
Sijanish authorities. In several skir- 
mishes jn the province of Pinar del Rio. 
in this provin'ie and :the p^vince of 
Santa Clara, the insurgents have lost 
seventeen killed. 

The Times announces that Sir John 
Pender, M. P., has resigned his seat in 
the House of Commons. Sir John was 



stricken with brain paralysis on^Jan. 20 
last, and has been in a helpless isondi- 
tion ever since. 

The Daily Courier to-day confirma the 
report that Jameson's raid in the Trans- 
vaal failed because Rhodes wished tho 
reformers to revolt under tho Union 
Jack, while the latter insisted upon the 
Transvaal flag. 

A special dispatch from Sluuighai 
saya tliiit the J^usHians, through an Am- 
erican agent named Smith, have taken 
possession of the disputed territory at 
Chefoo, over which the British ciaiin 
rights. Six Russian warships are lliere 
aa well as the Detroit, Yorktown, Olym- 
pia and Mnchias of the U. S. navy. The 
dispatch adds that great excitement pre- 
vails in Chefoo. 

The Standard has an editorial com- 
menting upon the sentences of the men 
at Havana, which says: ''The 
situation ia nnduubtedly grave, but 
the dispute involves a direct issue 
of fact or at the utmost, a con- 
flicting interpretation of law which may 
farnisli a means of csca|io from a posi- 
tion of oxtreiiK! (lifliculty. The opinion 
seems to prevail tlial f,lR' sentence of tlie 
British subject (Gildea) will be coin- 
muted in recognition of Great Britain's 
friendly attitude."

TMt is looked 
upon as a bluff on the part of Laurier. 

Hon. Alphonse Deajardina has decided 
to accept nomination for the county of 
Richelieu. George S. Foster has been 
unanimously nominated for the county 
of Brome. He will probably accept. 

ToiiONTO, May 12. — Mayor Fleming 
has entered the lists against W. D. 
Mathews, J. J. Kerr, George Bertram 
and Eliaa Rogers for tho nomination of 
tlie Liberal party in Centre Toronto, the 
only division of the city likely to see a 
contest between the two parties. 

The following additional nominations 
are reported: John I.* Fraser, ot. Bur- 
ford, Conservative, against Sir Richard 
Cartwright in North Oxford ; D. M. Mc- 
Intyre, city solicitor.

EDUCATIONAL EEFOEMS. 

The Government's Ccmprehsnalve Measure 
Read a Second Time on a Sweep- 
ing Majority. 

London, May 12. — The House of Com- 
mons, by a vote of 423 to 156, passed 
the second reading of the comprehen- 
sive education bill, presented by Sir 
John Gorst, vice-president of the com- 
mittee of council on education. The 
government's majority is extraordinarily 
lien^vy ; but it was expected to be so, as 
the education bill has found favor in the 
ranks of tho opposition. It is a awcep- 
ina measure, proposing wide-reaching 
reforms in the distribution of school 
funds to both voluntary and board 
schools, and in the control of schools, 
the central edui"itioiial dejiartment be- 
ing relieved of many duties, which are 
relegated to local authorities.

Advices have been received by the de- 
partment of agriculture of another out- 
break of bubonic or black plague in 
Hongkong. Tliis will necessitate in- 
creased vigilance on tiie part of the 
quarantine oflicers on the Pacific coast. 

Alexander McKay, ex-M.P,, was to- 
day sworn in by Chief Inspector Mc- 
Michaei as inspector of customs for On- 
tario, with jurisdiction for the presentin 
the eastern part of the province.

BTJSSIANS IN ABYSSINIA. 

The Expedition from St. Petersbarg Received 
With Open Arms. 

St. PETKRsiiUKG, May 12. — Gen. Shev- 
endorff, head of tiie Russian Red Cress 
Society, and leader of the expedition to 
Abyssinia, telegraphs saying that he 
and his party have been received with - 
opcn arms, and that Negus Menelik ia 
making extensive preparations for their 
passage to Herat. The Novoe Vremya 
says that England's fears about Herat 
are unfounded. The Red Cross expedi- 
tion to Ab}[ssinia left Odessa early in 
April. This is the third expedition to 
Abyssinia. The first, under the Cossack 
Asbinoir, left in IDecember, 1888, and 
ended by being shelled by the French 
at Sagollo. The sccoinl, which was 
called a scientilic mission, left about ten 
months ago, and resultoti in the arrival 
in St. Petersburg of a political embassy 
from the Negus with a sjiecial mission 
respecting the religion of tho Russian 
church and the faith professed by the 
Abyssiniana. Tlie present mission, un- 
der the command of Gen. ShevendorlT,- 
assisted by several military officers, con- 
sisted of about eighty members, of which 
the medical staff numberEf six doctors 
and twel ve nurses. Of the other-mem- 
bers of the expedition little ia stated, ex- 
cejjt that one ia a priest who is taking 
20,000 small crosses to be distributed 
among tne Abyssiniana. It ia expected 
in Russian official circles that this expe- 
dition will give Russia that footing in 
Abyssinia which she has been so pa- 
tiently trying to obtain. 



TO AVOID IbreST; 

A Man Accnsed of Forgery Tries to Kill' a 
Constable and Shoots Himself. 

SiMCOE, May 12. — ^Last night two con- 
stables were given a t^arrant for the ar- 
rest of Ed watd Gibbon a on a charge of 
forgery'. , They found their man, and as 
they were about to arrest him bellied 
two shots at constable Tisdale, wounding 
him seriously. Giljbons fled and after 
running a short distance he put his re- 
volver to his head and fired, killing him- 
self instantly.

The Lightning Creek Gold Gravel and 
Drainage Company, Ltd., has made ar- 
rangements with a Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Illinois syndicate to examine and 
report on these properties, as will, if 
favorably reported on, result in work on 
a large scale being inaugurated on this 
famous old creek this season. The com- 
pany is incorporated for .111,000,000, and 
numbers among its lease holders some of 
the old timers and solid business men of 
this section. 

The principal event of interest of late 
to tho mining community in andarountl 
Barkerville and Stanley, was the sale 
last week by the Gold Commissioner at 
public auction of the real estate claims 
on which taxes imposed in 1893 had not 
been paid np. The claims on which the 
principal interest at the sale waa cen- 
tred, and the bidding the stillest, were 
the Amalgamated , Bay State, and the 
Water I-.ily, forming a group occupying 
all of the Lightning creek valley Ix;- 
tween the Eleven of lliigland and tho 
Gladstone claimt^, and held, by those 
who know most about that part of the 
creek, to be :is rich as anything ever 
aeen on Lightning creek. Tliese three 
lainis, together with the Eleven of 
England, have been unite<l under one 
company and form a solid block nearly a 
mile in length and of as promising a 
piece of alluvial aa could be found any- 
where. The cost of opening this claim 
will be trifling compared with the old 
claims above. 

Lieut. -Colonel Wright, of Ottawa, 
spent a few days in Ashcrofithis week, 
making arrangements for his trip to the 
mines of Omineca, for which he will 
soon leave. The company he repre- 
sents, the 43rd Mining and Milling 
Company, of Ottawa, have several 
hundred acres of jdacer ground on Slate 
and Manson creeks, these creeks buint; 
about 350 miles north-east of tjnesnelle, 
or 570 miles from Ashcroft. Tlie eoiii- 
pany have also lea.ses to several creek 
beds that are known to l3e very rich.

Work on the mines at Quesnelle has 
now comnieneod in earnest and every 
day sees pat:k trains iiiul wagons letiving 
with miner's 8ni)pli('s. Idle men are 
not to be found about here and many a 
man has hiid two or three jobs od'ered to 
him on the same day. Wages are rais- 
ing slightly, and will no doubt soon be 
at their jjroper level. 

There is good news of Mr. Fader's 
dredge whicli ia at work about twenty 
miles up tlie Quesnelle river.

The Quadra Mining Co. Take Up 
More Ground— Wagon Eoad 
Extension. 



Ai.BEuNi, April 11. — (Special)— Messrs 
D. McGillivray and Thoa. Dunn ol Van- 
couver spent a few days on Mineral Hill 
last week. They returned on Saturday 
night from there and left for home the 
following morning. Both are highly 
pleased with the prospects of the Alberni 
mine, of which they are largo stockhokl 
ers. The' certainty of a good paying 
mine in the Alberni is now beyond 
doubt, as the ledge is now over four feet 
wide and looks well. 

For tlio last few days parties have 
l)een examining the properties of the 
Quadra Mining Co., Mineral Hill. A 
small strip of land, owing to the location 
of the Last Chance and WarspitL", waa 
found to lie between these two uliiims, 
not staked. Posts now adorn it, marked 
the (iuudra property, a solid block. Tliis 
was Very oi)i.9i tuivj, as ^ lai'ge ledge was 
found on thi; pfoperty. 

The survey of the now wagon I'oad tO 
run from the now towusite to Mineral 
Creek was commenced last week by G. 
A. Smith, P.L.S., and stall' of men. 
The object is to make a direct trunk 
road to Mineral Creek in as short a dis- 
tance as possible. Branch roads and 
tiails can then be easily built to con- 
nect with other claims in that district. 
This road, wtien completed, will be a 
liuon to uiiiiera and prospectors of that 
district, enabling thorn to have their 
supplies shipped in much cheaper than 
at present. 

Mr. F. P. Saunders writes that J. 
Merrifleld is down 18 feet on the Last 
Chance ledge. The vein is now two 
feet wide anil coming in more like the 
Alberni, and assays $10 in gold. The 
ledge is widening out and is in good 
walls. 

{From the Nanaimo Freo Press.) 

Messrs. D. McGillivray and Thomas 
Dunn, of Vancouver, returned yesterday 
from Alberni, where they inspected the 
work on the claims of the Alberni Con- 
solidated Gold Mining Company. Aiiam 
Ross, assisted by eight men, lias now 
sunk his shaft to a depth of 40 feet and 
the ledge has widened to four feet from 
18 inches on the surface. Both walls, 
Mr. McGillivray stated yesterday, are 
looking splendid. In his opinion these 
claims on Mineral Hill are equal to any 
thing in British Columbia. "If thi 
Alberni mine, for instance," he 
aaid. "wore at Roasland, it would 
Ijrobably be paying a dividend on 
five million dollars of invested 
capital." He added, however, that time 
would sliow that tlieso claims wure all 
right wlicrc they are. Mr. Dur.n pro- 
duced some fine specimens of roi'k, 
which he brought a'vay witli liiui to 
have acsayad, .«onie ol which, it is 
thought, will easilyo run froin $800 to 
if 1,000 to the ton. The gold, in fact, is 
visible to the naked eye. 

There are 70 tons of ore on the dump, 
and as soon as the new road, now being 
surveyed by the government, from the 
new township to Mineral Hill— a dis- 
tance of eight miles — is completed, this 
will bo shipped out for smelting. A 
tramway will eventually be constructed 
and a stamp mill put in at an early date.

LIBEBAIi BIRDS OF SOIL. 

Their Habit of Abusing Their Own Nests 
DamaEes Themselves. 

(From tlie Ottawa J.jiirnnl, Iiulopoiulciit ) 
deferring to the fact that owing to the 
redistribution of constituencies conse- 
quent upon the census of 1S91, the next 
House of Commons will have only 213 
members instead of '215, the Brantford 
Expositor, Liberal, points a sneer at past 
Conservative policy by the statement 
that, 

"New Brunswick has lost two mem- 
bers and Nova Scotia one, in the House 
of Commons, by reason of loss of popu- 
lation." 

The lOxpositor'a statcnicit ia false; 
and, though a I'oniparalivuly minor of- 
fence, it iH a t^auipli^ of the sort of tliint; 
in some iiiMiwlice<l lyiberals wiiicli makes 
many a iiou-ifarti-san Canadian tear his 
hair, iinMapliorically siH^aking, and tell 
hiiriHoli tliat the woi'st CotiHi-rvative can- 
didate ia possibly hotter tlian the be.st 
candidate of a party loaded a.s the Liber- 
al party has often seemed to be with 
dkty birds that wallow in the fotiling of 
their own neat. 

As already aaid, this particular false- 
hood is a minor one, but in principle it 
indicates the sort of thing which does 
Canada more harni than millions soent 
on any imrnigratif)n ))oliey can offset. 
Both amonii the iguoi'aiit and discon- 
tented of our own jjcople, and among 
foi-ei;_'n(:rs indiU'ereiit and malevolent, 
food is furnisheil for the nourishment of 
the id(!a tliat (Janaua is a biirrcii and 
backwaril country, overtaxed, misgov- 
erned, unfit to live in — this, the most 
fortunate country on the face of God's 
eartli! 

Half a lie is sometimes worse than no 
truth, and one can at least feel grateful 
to the Brantford Expositor for perj)etrat- 
ing a whole lie, which can be nailed. 
Probably the Expositor did not q\nto in- 
tend.a straight falsehood. Probably it 
meant, not that New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia have decreased in popula- 
tion, but that they did not during the 
last decado increase aa fast as Quebec, 
whose population is the standard 
of parlianiun-tary representation. New 
Brunsivick and Nova Scotia both in- 
creased in population. The increa.so waa 
small, [)racliually nothing in New Urunu- 
wick, and only or 'i'-., i)i;r i;eiit., in 

Nova Scotia; but it was an increaee.and 
it was a better showioi: on the whole 
than made by the adjoining states of the 

. American Union. This is worth noting, 
because, when you bring up such mis- 
rcpresentalions aa that made by thie Ex- 
positor with a round turn, the exposure 

• Ib'. daually: inet by ithe whiinper Jhat, 
even if the Canadian-provinces did show 
increase of population , they did not sho w 
a proper increase; that our people are 
rushing into the United States. Some 
of them are-^-but tbey.nre not going, be- 
cause the fiscal or flhahcikl conditions of 



this country have been inferior to those 
of the United States; they ari^ iroing bo- 
cause this country linds its development 
limited by four mouths of hard winter. 
For precisely the same reason many 
people of ^faine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont and Northern New York are leav- 
ing their districts to go into other parts 
of the United States. 

New Brunswick wound up the decade 
ending 1S91 with a population of 321,294, 
an increase of only (U in ten years. 
Yyrniont, a con-esp"onden(. slate, eoin- 
plutud tl'.e siUiiO decade with y:>L',-122, an 
increase during the ten years of K3G jier- 
sons. Does this indicate that New 
Brunswick was [larticularly cursed by 
her political coiulitions? is'ova Scotia 
increased durimr the decade by 0,951 
souls, to a total of -150,523, which was a 
growth of 2.25 i)er cent. Maine, the 
nearest state, incieased by 12,150, to 
061,080, a growth of only 1.86 per cent. 
Does this indicate that Nova Scotia's 
people flocked into Maine? 

If such ideas and such arguments as 
are promulgated by the Brantford Ex- 
positor were ruling the Liberal cam- 
paign, the Liberal jnirty this time would 
get the same kind of a licking as it has 
got in every general election since 1878. 
And the reason would bo the eanie. It 
would be the disgust which non-partisan 
Canadians feel at the amullsoulednesa 
which in the Liberal party has in the 
past coTifuEod Canada with Conser- 
vatism. The dominant Liberal feeling 
has been that it Canada was admitted to 
be well of!', the Conservatives wouUl get 
the credit. So they cursed their own 
country.

A CLEAR STATEMENT. 

No one can accuse Sir Chnrles Tupper 
of talking to the people in an oracular 
style, of Baying a great deal yet leaving 
his meaning to be guessed at by his be- 
wildered hearers. There is no ambigu- 
ity about the Premier's speeches and 
addresses, fie does not slur over difli- 
cult and unpleasant subjects, neitlier 
does he wax eloquent on pointless gen- 
eralities. He means business in all tiuit 
he says, and it is very evident that lie 
takes the greatest care that those who 
hear him and those who read wliat he 
says shall not misunderstand him. 
"\Ve give below one of his utterances, 
on a subject which the politicians of 
both parties consider both delicate and 
ililiicult. It is part of his reply to the 
address of the Selkirk, Manitoba, Con- 
servative Association. When about to 
conclude his remarlca, Sir Charles said : 

" Now there is one subject that I wisli 
to speak of. A subject that many of you 
liore will be delighted to hear a word 
upon from me — that is the school 
<lue8tion. That is an important ques- 
tion ; it lies at the very foundation 
of our ntitional existence. 1 tell you 
it is no question of separate schools. 
Our opponents persiatenlly try to 
make it appear that the Dominion 
Government are trying to force sepa- 
rate schools on Manitoba. That is 
not the fact." Sir Charles then 
proceeded to relate the agreements en- 
tered into at the time of confederation 
and explained the nature of the condi- 
tions relating to the protection of minor- 
ities in their educational privileges, lie 
said witliont the compact in tills respect 
confederation wotild have been inipoasi- 
ble; and to-day Canada would be in tlie 
disintegrated and lielplesa condition she 
Wits in prior to confederation. Mr. Gait 
asked for tlie protection of the minori- 
ties in tliia matter — tlie request came 
ffoin a I'rotestant source in tlie interests 
■of Protestants. It was granted; and 
now there is the com])act, there is the 
ii>nd! We are face to face witii it. 
Wjien the cry is raised that tlie govern- 
ment want to coerce Manitoba that is a 
perfect delusion and a misrepre- 
sentation of the facts. The 
province has power to deal exclusively 
witli educational matters subject to the 
important restriction in tlie B. N. A. 
act and tlie Manitoba act jirotccting iiii- 
noritiea. For instance, tiio iiionieiit tlie 
(Quebec government interfered with tlie 
privileges of the I'rotestant minority 
then they would lose tlieir right to act 
exclusively, and the duty would devolve 
on the federal power to defend the 
minority. The case is exactly the aaino 
in Manitoba. There was tlie decision of 
the privy council. In the face of that 
what was there to say? No matter how 
many members of a cabinet were opposed 
to separate schools they were in duty 
bound to carry out the law. Sir Charles 
deplored that the question had been 
brought up in Dominion politics. lie 
ho|)ed that the Manitolia government 
would restore the rights taken away 
from the minority; if they do hd no 
one can htivo anything to say, but if 
tliey do not, tiie duty devolves on the 
Federal gDveriiinent to rectify the griev- 
ance in till! best way iioasible. Ho did 
not believe that the nocessity for Federal 
legislation would ever arise, for wlien 
the people have declared at tlie polls 
their confidence in tjie present govern- 
ment the Manitoba govormnent will 
realize that it is their duty to anticipate 
possible action on the part of tlie Domin 
ion Parliament by redressing the wrong 
done, and then everything will go along 
smoothly. " I tell you again," said Sir 
Charles, " that it' is no question of 
separate schools. It is a question 
whether we shall tear up the constitu- 
tion or bow to the supreme tribunal of 
the realm." 

Any man of intelligence who reads 
this paBsage, whether he agrees with the 
Premier or not, cannot but admire his 
courage and faiB candor in thus dealing 
witji the school question. He gave free ut 
terfince to his convictions, knowing well 
that what he said would be read by the 
inhabitants of every part of the province 
and would be commented upon by his 
ojiponents on' the 'platform, and mis- 
represented and' 'distorted by many of 
them. But ^thla knowledge^ did not 
cause him to'suppresa'a word of whathe 



beheved to be the truth or to utter a 
single qualifying remark.,' 'He naade his 
policy on the school questioh kno\r^ 

in the plainest terms and he gave 
his reasons for pursuing that policy 
clearly and willunit reservation. The 
passage is well worth the earm'.st study 
of every man who desires to torm an 
hpnestand an unprejudiced opinion on 
the Manitoba school question. 

It will, be 'Observed that there is not 
in whai sir Oharlea Tupper says about 
the school question a word of appeal 
either to religious prejudice or to party 
fidelity. It is clear that he wanted his 
hearers to consider the question strictl}' 
on its merits. There is an appeal run- 
ning all through his exposition, to the 
reason of his hearers, to their sense of 
justice and to their loyalty to the Con- 
federation. Ho may properly speak of 
the question as important, for in all 
human probability the unity of the peo- 
ple of Canada depends upon the way in 
which it is dealt with. 

A TIMELY ADDRESS. 

The address by Mr. ICemp, President 
of the Canadian Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion, delivered at the twenty-first an- 
nual meeting of that body, is both in- 
structive and interesting. Tlie Presi- 
dent iliscussed in a plain and practical 
maimer siibjei^ts interesting not only to 
the manufacturers of the Dominion, but 
to its inbabitantsof alloccnpations. He 
analyzed and commented upon the 
various policies which the people of the 
Dominion have been urged to adopt in 
preference to the National Policy of 
moderate protection in operation during 
the last eighteen years, namely, free 
trade; free trade as they have it in Eng- 
land ; tariff for revenueonly ;uurestricted 
reciprocity; and commercial union. This 
is what he said about Mr. Laurier's 
" ideal," free trade as they have it in 
England : 

The term " free trade as they have it 
in England " was invented not only to 
catch the unwary voter who takes but a 
superficial view of the question, but also 
to appeal to the loyalty of British sub- 
jects and to suggest England's commer- 
cial supreina"y. England is a free trade 
country, and the suggestions to do away 
with all '• vexatious tarin'H,"and toliave 
" freedom of trade," are mere catch 
plirases, but let tis see how such condi- 
tions would affect us. England has a 
tarid' for revtauie only. She raises her 
revenue chiefly by direct taxation, inland 
revenue, death duties, stiimps' taxation, 
income taxes, and dn.tieson tobacco, tea, 
coffee, cocoa, etc. She taxes vinegar 
makers, medicine vendors, keepers of 
refreshment houses, every person carry- 
ing a gun, male servants, Carriages, mak- 
ers and dealers in sweets, etc. The 
income of all classes is r^uced by this 
free trade ta.t by the enormous sum of 
$75,000,000 annually. The free trade 
tax gatherer haunts every tea-table, 
every candy store, dog kennel, gun rack, 
servants' hall, huckster's cottage, farm 
house, drug store, restaurant keeper, 
trader's desk, and every bank office. A 
British citizen is not free to go in or 
about one of t'lese j)laces on his daily 
business without being tupped on the 
shoulder by an income tax gatherer; 
and yet hy the enemies of protection 
" free trade as it is in England " is put 
forth to captivate our people. It is a 
system that keeps a spy on every busi- 
ness action. The phrase free trade as 
it is in England " is a fraud, a delusion 
and a snare in so far as it may be up 
plied to this country. 

Mr. Kemp showed that the schemes to 
make this Dominion a mere commercial 
dependant on the United States have 
not yet been given up by leading Grit 
politicians. Of these schemes Mr. 
Kemp said : 

Unrestricted Reciprocity, or commer- 
cial union, is an oKi and exploded theory 
which was revived during the last ses- 
sion on the lloor of the House of Uom- 
mons. It is higlily impracticable, as has 
often been shown. Annexation is on 
the face of it. It means nothing less 
than adojjliiig the tarill' of the United 
States, with such amendments as may 
be made from time to time, against the 
rest of the world. It means discrimina- 
tion against Ureat Britain, which alone 
is suiUcient to render it an improper 
suljject for discussion, and of which the 
Hon. bAlward Bhtko said, — " Unrestrict- 
ed lie(-iprocity, without an agreed assim- 
ihitioii of duties, is an iniHubstantial 
dream." But, leaving this feature out 
of tlie. ([uestion for argument's sake, do 
men look so lightly upon the question 
as to think of the very serious iiiatter in- 
volved of adjusting ourselves to the in- 
dustrial and commercial conditions of 
the United Stales, and of changing our 
channels of commerce untire'.y to lit into 
those of another country, only to be sub- 
ject possibly to a greater and more seri- 
ous change after a few years, when the 
Government of that country may give 
notice to Canada that they desired to 
cancel such an arrangement. It was 
ho;ii;d thsit we htul long ago heard the 
last of this Bclieme, but we find it 
brought to the front again in the House 
of CoiniuoiiH on January 28th last, when 
Sir Kiohard Cartwright reafliruied his 
(Conviction that in tiiia jiolic}' of 
continental free trade, or un- 
restricted reciprocity, the jieo- 
ple of Canada looked for re- 
lief from the existing system of 
protection. Any Cidnadian to properly 
advocate this cause must be endowed 
with a pessimism and lack of faith in his 
country which should not be cultivated 
by the manhood of a young and vigorous 
nation. The idea that we have no future 
before us, only in so far as we become 
absorbed in American institutions, is 
repulsive to every right-thinking 
Canadian. , 

Nothing would be more unpatriotic 
than this scheme which feir Eichard 
Cartwright, who will without doubt bo 
Mr. Laurier's Finance Minister if the 
Liberals should bo elevated to power, 
still advocates. It would expose 
Canadian interests to be twisted 
and turned and tossed. ■ about- by 
the commercial bosses ' and the cur- 
rency cranks of the United States. The 
tariff of 'tlie 'TJnited States must under 
unrestricted reciprocity of necessity 
136 ' the taf iflf of Canada, and we 



would then have taxation vritli- 
out representation willh a vengeance. 
That ,' Sir' Richard Caritwright, who is 
theoretically a free trader of the Cobden 
school, should cherish for years a scheme 
of (;ominercial union with the most rig- 
iuly protectionist country in the world 
shows how inconsistent and how illogi- 
cal even aia" able man can -be when.he 
once gets an economic bee in his bonnet. 
Sir Richard, who is never tired of rail- 
ing at the mildly protectionist tariff of 
the Dominion, would unite us very 
closely, perhaps indissoltibly, with a 
nation whose tarifl" is highly protective 
anil which aims at making it'more pro- 
tective still 1 

Mr. Itemp's address containa many 
facts with respect to the working of the 
protective tariff which those who think 
that it is time we ought to have a change 
would do well to studj'. 



UNNEIUIIBORL Y. 

We are more than surprised that the 
City Council refused the request of the 
Mayor of Seattle to admit an unfortu- 
nate leper found in that city to Darcy 
Island. The favor was a small one for 
Victoria to grant, and it would have been 
highly appreciated by the Corporation of 
Seattle. Both humanity and good neigh- 
borhood ought, it tnight be supposed, to 
liave caused the City Council cheerfully 
to have extended th') advantages which 
the island aH'ords , to the alllicted 
creature. It seems to us to be unreasoti- 
ably suspicious and churlish on the part 
of the majority of the Council to refuse 
the Seattle Mayor's request because 
some Seattle City Council might some 
time in tlie future repudiate the obliga- 
tion to sup]5ort the poor leper. There is 
not the slightest fear that Seattle's city 
government would ever act in such a 
mean way, and if it should the disgrace 
to that city would be great and the loss 
to Victoria very small. If everyone, 
before he performed a kind or a humane 
act, entered into cold-blooded calcula- 
tions as to whether or not he would be 
fully compensated for its performance, 
cliarilable and humane acts would be 
much rarer than they are. It is wise, 
in some cases, to act upon the impulse 
of the moment. We are quite sure that 
the refusal to do a neighborly and a 
humane act by the City Council does 
not meet with the apjiroval of the citi- 
zens of Victoria. We, for our part, are 
not surprised to lind tliat our respected 
correspondent. An Old Timer, is indig- 
nant at the way in which the City Coun 
cil has acted in the matter.

The Creditors Decide to Submit Re 
maneratloh of Trustees to 
,Mr. Jnatiee Drake. 



An Arrane'einent to Be Madn to Kc- 
duco ilortgafC ou Bauk Pre- 
mises Lots. 



At a fairly well attended meeting of 
the ereditora of the Green-Worloek es- 
tate, hekl yesterday afternoon, Mr. C. 
E. Redfern in the chair, the truBtees 
brouglit forward for consideration the 
basis of an arrangement whicli the 
Grown InsLiranco Company, the holders 
of the mortgage of $70,000 on lots 166 
and 166a were prepared to enter into for 
the gradual reduction of the mortgage. 
Tlio nogotintionsof the trustees with the 
mortgai^eea were th? reaultof resolutions 
passed at the meeting of creditors held 
on December 10 last, when the trustees 
were authorized to take steps in tlic 
direction of obtaining an extension of 
the mortgage and to use the available 
funds towards redtieing it, so tliat tlie 
property in question nusjlit not be aacri- 
ticed at forced Kiilc. 

Tlie correspondence between tiie 
mort^'ugi^ea and the trustees was read by 
INlr. lieavoii, the offer of tlie mortgagees 
being, brielly, that tliuy were willing to 
extend the niortwigo for five years up- 
on payment of .^8,000 on account, and 
that thuy would lu'cejit further instal- 
ments, ot not less than $1,000 each, in 
further reduction of the principal. 

It was then moved by Joliu JCinsinan, 
seconded hy J. Coigdarippe, tlint, 
"-VVliereas the trustees have reported 
that, acting in pursuance of a resolu- 
tion passed at a meeting of the creditors 
of this estate held on the 10th day of 
December, 1895', they have commuhi 
cated with the mortgaeiees of the pro 
pertv known as lots 166 and IGOa block 
15, Victoria City, and that said mort- 
gagees have consented to extend the 
time for payment of said mortgage for a 
term of iivt; years upon payment of the 
sum of .$8,000 on account of principal 
and that subject to the performance ot 
the other conditions of the mortgage 
and upon receiving three months' notice 
or interest in lieu tliereof, they will 
acctpt further instalments from time to 
time, of not less than JfljOOOJeach, on nc' 
couui; of and in reduction of said princi' 
pal sum : 

" Resolved that the trustees be auth- 
orized to make the said payment of 
$8,000 out of any moneys in toeir hands 
ijelonging to the estate'and obtain from 

the said mortgagees said extension of 
time for the said period of live years. 
. "And, be it further resolved, that the 
trustees bo authorized to devote such 
portion of the moneys in liand or which 
shall hereafter come into their lunula as 
they shall see fit. to the payment of in- 
terest upon and in further reduction of 
the principal debt of said mortgage in 
accordance with the terms proposed by 
the mortgagees." 

In reply to Mr. E. E. Wootton, Mr. 
Beaven stated that the trustees have 
in hand sufficient money to pay the 
$8,000 and to provide for taxes and 
to provide for taxes and other charges, 
if the creditors saw fit to deal with the 
property as set forth in the resolution. 
The lots in puestion were the only en- 
cumbered property held by the credit- 
ors. 

On a ballot by tickets the resolution 
was carried by 206 to 'J9. 

The next matter brouiiht forward by 
the trustees was in regard to the Shoal 
Bay property, containing 48.30 acres. 
It was asses.sed at over .$,7,000, 
and the trustees tried to dispo.si 
of it for $8,.")00. They had 
recantly had an ofler of $3, .500 and 
thought it but right to place this oiler 
before the creditors and have them <le 
cide whether this should be accepted or 
rejected. 

On motion of Mr. Josenh Davies, sec- 
onded by Mr. R. Garter, it was decided 
by a vote of 220 to 29 not to entertain 
the offer. 

A considerable amount of discussion 
arose over tlie remuneration of the trus- 
tees. Mr. lieaveu pointed out that 
though -.1 resolution had been passed at 
a former meeting making the remunera- 
tion 8 ])^r cent, on the money collected, 
the resolution had not been pro- 
perly passed l)y ballot as re- 
quired by the act and was therefore 
not binding. He suggested as the 
best means of deciding the question of 
remuneration that it should be referred 
to some disinterested party in whom the 
creditors had confidence. 

After some discussion Dr. W. J. Quin- 
lan moved, seconded l)y Mr. Geo. Khed- 
den : 

That the question of the amotnit of 
the past and future reniunei-alion to be 
paid the trustees for llieir servii^es in 
connection with the estate bo referred to 
the Hon. Mr. .lustice Drake, and that 
lie be authorized as arbitrator to settle 
the said iimount, and that it be paid 
from any moneys in the trustees' hanris 
from time to time, and that Mr. Woot- 
ton be instructed to attend any applica- 
tion to fix such remuneration us solicitor 
for the creditors. 

By a vote of 203 to 46 this resolution 
was carried and the meeting adjourned.

AN Il^NOHLE UlSCOUliTESY. 

To TiiK 1m)Itoi! ; — In scanning over 
the Colonist which arrived this morn- 
ing, I read of the refusal of a majority 
ot the Victoria City Council to accede to 
the request of the City of Seattle to per- 
mit the untortunate victim o£ a case of 
leprosy, which has developed at Seattle, 
admission to . ihe hi/.aretto at Darcy 
Island. 

I was delighted to observe that His 
Worship the Mayor promptly favored 
the obliging of our neighbors in this re- 
gard, but I was pained to road that the 
majority of the Council preferred to act 
upon less noble iin|)nlses than those 
which dictated the Mayor, and to huve 
yielded to advices which can only be 
denounced as heartless, or palliated on 
the score of thoughtlessness. 

If my memory serves me, it was the 
same alderman moving the rejection of 
the request, and another speaking in the 
same direction, who a few weijks ago 
brouclit in a report stating in so many 
words that Victoria had no desire for, or 
encouragement to offer, either further 
capital or population. The majority of 
the council had sufficient good judgment 
to vote down such an insane expression 
tlien; pity 'tis that now they had not 
sufficient bumanity to strangle such sen- 
timents of unconcern for human misfor- 
tune as exhibited in this Seattle affair. 

Have the people of Victoria forgotten 
how Seattle acted toward.s them in their 
dark hour, and is this the return for the 
noble courtesy extended to suffering and 
boycotted Victoria when, four years ago, 
you had a plague of smallpox amongst 
you, and even your own home ports 
(Vancouver city included) refused to al- 
low any Doan, woman or thine coming 
from Victoria to enter within their gates, 
and traffic and trade with Victoria was 
altogether inhibited. 

I say, have the people of Victoria for- 
gotten how Seattle was the very first to 
raise the boycott, and, spontaneously 
and voluntarily, so as to show their 
symp;itliy with an alllictcd city, got up a 
huge excursion, and its citizens, with the 
Mayor at the head, came over here to 
prove to the world that Victoria was no 
plague-stricken spot, such as she liad 
been advertised to the world to be, and 
to renew associations witii and shake 
hands with (to say nothing of the big 
dollars they left here) their cousins in 
distress. I was a resident of Victoria 
then, and well do I remember the thrill 
of pleasure which passed through my 
soul and that of thousands of others at 
the uplifting whicli the presence and 
cheering words of our visitors afforded us. 

Surely dark ilays must have come for 
Victoria when nhe perinits herself to he 
guided by tlie spirit of sucri men as the 
alderman whose remarks on the reji>c- 
tion of Seattle's retjuest seem to liave 
found favor with the council. If 
I remeinljer rightly, that gentle- 
man had not arrived at Victoria, had nev- 
er seen its fair surroundings, at tin? 
time of the Seattle ovation to which I 
have alluded. Would it not be better 
for the people of Victoria to choose some 
of their old-timers for their aldermen, 
acquainted with the history of tiieircity, 
than strangers who are nuarjuaintcd 
with its ways and alien to its interests. 

The pretext, according to your report, 
on which .Seattle's trilling recjuest was 
denied, was that there was no guarantee 
that the cily might not re|)iuliato i)ay- 
ment for the kee|) of the unfortunate 
iiKUi. This is truly adtiing insult to 
lieartlossncHs. But even if such a tiling 
was conceived possilde, was not Seattle's 
communication asking the terms, and 
what easier than to recjuire guarant(!es 
which could place such a possibility out 
of question 'i* But it was not fear of Se- 
attle's repudiating any obligation which 
prompted this ilisgraceful refusal on the 
part of Victoria — anyone can see that. 
Mr. Editor, is it too late to 
retrace this false step ? Here 
is Victoria placarding Seattle 
and all the neighboriiig towii.-i, cities 
an<l places, with invitations, to come 
hero and iiarticijiate with her people on 
the (ineen's birthday, and leave their 
money here. How many will be liable 
to respond in face of such an ungracious 
act? What coiiununity will want tofra 
ternise with a people who have so little of 
the milk of human kindness and show 
so littlo disjiosilion to be charitable and 
m-inM-diis? It is all very widl to say thi.s 
is llie action of the Council — of a bare 
majority only, and does not voice the 
sentiments of the people. 

The people are' responsible for the 
actions of tlieir Council; at all events 
tliey are so when they do not openly 
condemn them. When Victoria dis- 
agrees with the actions of her governing 
bodies she has shown in times past that 
she knows how to express it — notably in 
the proposal to pass the commissioners' 
bill. If tlie Council does not reverse its 
action in this c^ise, will Victoria show 
similar vigor? ^Ve shall see. Commis- 
sioners would liardly have turned a deaf 
car to Seattle's entreaty as the Victoria 
Council lias done.

Now, on the public holiday, from 
Good l''ri(liiy at tliiwn to Easter Monday 
at dark, it iiiiijlit liero have been the 12th 
of An!,'UStoii a Scotch moor. 8ince then, 
cliiefly on Saturdays and Sundays, the 
filangliter of these breeding birds has 
eoiitintied hy men from tne city and 
JO^cHiiuialt, in boats and buKgies. 

Tliere is at present a lull until July, 
iiH hardly a blue grouse remains to be 
f^hot; it will tlien again begin. A Sunday 
or two ago a well known gang from Esepii- 
inalt landed on Admiralty npit, cliinbefl 
my fences and were hard at work all 
day ; they eonsifited of three men with 
eliotgiins and two grown boys to carry 
tlieir bugs. Wliat wonder if farmers 
join in shooting birds for themselves 
that they cannot protect upon tlieir own 
hinds from theeo thieves and banditti; 
thieves, inasmuch as they steal from and 
rob the jjublicof the breeding birds, the 
property of the community at large. It 
IB but little protection to plaster your 
trees, as for a circus show, with legal 
notices, as these ecalliwagg trust to their 
legs when challenged and each run sep- 
arate ways. 

Were it the law iis in part of tlio 
States that the guns of such 
tresptissers udglit be confiscated it 
would in a large measure reward 
their capture and stop their 
abuse of liberty in a free country. With 
so man)' thousands of acres of crown 
hinds open to the public in the shooting 
season, what excuse is there for the 
slaughter of game and trespass on farms 
in and out of season by this small but 
unspeakable claisEi of the commnnity, be 



AVere the farmers 
to form a league to jirotect themselves 
hy the ]>ro.seculioii of oll'enders it would 
he a first move against such trespassers 
and for the protection of tlie game on 
their farina, reared upon their crops, or 
on tlieir own land, but now appropri- 
ated by townsnKMi in season and out.

Rome, May 11.^ — The Marqiiisdi Kudini, 
the Premier, in a Bi)eech in the chamber 
endorsed the declarations of Gen- 
eral Rictotti, the minister of war and 
the Duke of Sermonita, minister 
of foreign affairs, when he 
stated that General Baratieri must 
be tried before a military tribunal and 
deprecated the charges made in the 
chamber against the Crisp! cabinet as 
being likely to prolong |)arty strife. Ho 
said that the publication in the green 
book relative to Afri(!a had rendered an 
inquiry unnecessary. The Italian 
blood already shed, lie urged, 
rendered evacuation imposHilile. He 
asserted, however, that ho would not 
accejit any motion in favor of the cc- 
pansion nl Itiily'ti sphere of action in 
Africa. He was opposed to tlie occupa- 
tion of Adigrat. The Adowa line, as* a 
boundary, he regarded as inevitably lead- 
ing to a prolonged war. In conclusion, 
he explained that if the Italian troops 
did not proceed beyond the March and 
r.eisa line, all cause for conflict between 
Italy and the AbysBinian kin^i, Mene- 
lek, would be removed.

Ever fiiuco tho iiistitntioii of inarri;\go 
In its trno sense — the legal uiiiou of two 
tnembers of ditlorout sex — womnu has 
been snpposcd to be engor to get a hus- 
band. She bos never been snppoaed to 
be more eaRor than in this now repub- 
lic, Nvhri'o luiitriniouy lias beeu the rule 
Bud h(i\w ilio l);isis of Iho Gsperiment. 
Bho i.H still hiipi.(i;:ed to bo rts eager as 
ever, preMiiiiiuf; lier to liavo been eager 
before, Imt. hho is not by any means. 
The lust 35 or 30 years have wrought a 
decided cliango in her mind, if not in 
her heart, rsspniitiug wmllock. She uo 
longer looks uii it as eiitirelj' romantic, 
as is tboii,t,'lit to have beeu liorwont, but 
more ur less in a practical light; which 
is Nvholesoniu and desirable. She has 
never had, at least she has never shown, 
BO much common sonso as now ou this 
subject, and on subjects in general; the 
reason being, as is bi'lieved, that she 
h::s undertaken to do somothiiig for her- 
self. 

As the main motive for marriage with 
women bas been, it is assumed, to bo 
taken care of, it is easy to see wbj 
that motive must itt this time have lost 
much of its fiirce, and why it is likely 
to lose mucli more. Altogether tho most 
important question iu life is material 
living — physical subsistence— and if 
woman can earn this for herself, as she 
has abundantly proved, wliy should sho, 
aside from omotionalism, want a bus- 
band? Lovo, sympathy, the divine pas- 
sion, the hunger of tho heart, the neces- 
sity of closo companionship, the abso- 
Into need of .spiritual comradery, though 
vaguo and poetic, must bo reckon od 
with, but what are they compared with 
what is vulgarly known as the bread 
and butter problem? 

We men all know what a sense of 
freedom, expansion, independence, the 
realized capacity to earn money to sus- 
tain ourselves affords us. Women, to 
whom Fuoh capacity is now, are vastly 
moro affected by its possession. Its earli- 
est consciousness is suffloient to make 
them resent the very idea of control, of 
domination, of authority, with which 
many of thom have naturally associat- 
ed conjugality, with man the head of 
the :Srm. They are apt to, they general 
ly do, alter their feeling about marriage 
when they become interested in a man 
whom they regard as their prospootivo 
hnsband, but there is little doubt that 
their first feeling after peGooiazy inde- 
pendence is one of revolt against wed- 
lock. Their power to turn work into 
wages may not render them averse from 
matrimony in tho concrete, but it makes 
them consider it carefully before cjiter- 
iug into it, and carofnl consideration is 
always iuhibitivo. 

It is not needful for them to have tho 
actual e.xperiencQ to bo acquainted with 
marriage. Everything is published now- 
adays in tho newspapers, and they are 
eo full of matrimonial discords and dis- 
tresses of every kind that any reader 
might readily bo prejudiced against tho 
institutiou. Detailed divorce trials dis- 
close how couples who liad ovory reason 
to, believe that they would be harnioni- 
ons, and who were so for years, bavo 
disagreed suddenly and violently, have 
quarreled like cats and dogs and bavo 
come to hate as much as they loved one 
another iu the beginning. They are 
enough to discourage the most passion- 
ate, enthusiastic, confident lover of ei- 
ther so.': — to couviuco tho public that 
matrimony and wretcbeduess aro synony- 
mous, and that no prndout person 
would inonr the risk of forsaking sin- 
gleness for doubleness, Whatever the 
promi.so or tho temptation. Added to 
newspaper accounts is any amount of 
private gossip, which wo cannot help 
hearing, that portrays many wedded 
folks who appear to onjoy their condi- 
tion deplorably misniated ami extreme- 
ly miserable. Tho favorable sido of con- 
jugality does not reach our ears. What 
we call happiness is usually silent. No 
wonder, therefore, that women still 
free from all nuptial entanglements 
should look warily at them, shoukl bold 
them in wliolcsome dread. Celibacy is 
at least safe. Matrimony is uncertain 
and stuli'ed with perils. 

One evidence that women liavo today 
relinquished expectation and tlioiight of 
marriage is that so many of Ihoui, wago 
earners and still young, are constantly 
forming partnerships, iu all largo cities, 
for co-operative housekeeping. They 
rent rooms or a small apartment togeth- 
er, share the expense and live comfort- 
ably and contentedly, rendering hus- 
bands superlhious. Tho new plan has 
thus far proved eminently successful 
with the new order of women and is 
finding imitators everywhere. 

MisOi^amic bachelors have often said 
in tho jiast, "Why don't women let men 
alone, and marry one another?" Tho 
oynioal jeat has been acted on and car- 
ried to a prosperous issue, so far as ono- 
.sided wedlock can be prosperous. Bach- 
elorhood has long been iucroasing in 
America, and the recent development of 
assured spinsterhood has greatly stimu- 
lated the int vca.'-o. And both soses, hap- 
pily, are satisllcd with tho novel ar- 
rangement.

OPENING OF THE SPANISH 
CORTES. 

nie Speech From the Throne Indicates a 
Measure Looking to Local Admin. 
istration in Cuba. 

jVl.iDitiD, May 12.— At the opening of 
tho cortes yesterday the Queen Regent 
and the young King, in the iinifprni^of a 
student of 4he military Buh09l,',; tli^^n-; 
fanta Isabella and suite drove to the 
cortes. The troops lined tho route for 
tlie whole distance. The (iueen Regent 
and the King were Beiiteil oil a throne 
surrounded by the ininisterH, and were 
accompanied liy the deputies and sena- 
tors. Premier Canovas then handed a 
copy of the speech from the throne to the 
Queen Regent, who read it to the assem- 
bly. The speech announced n measure 
aiming to establisli in the An|illeH an 
administration of a purly local chariic 
ter, giving tho country control of its own 
finances, wliilo maintaining intact 
Spain's sovereign rights. The speech 
declares that Spain litis fulfilled beyond 
measure the promises she niiule to tlie 
Oubaiis after tlie tirst rebellion. 

The relations with foreign powers, tlie 
B)ieoeli says, are excellent. I'lie correct 
and frieiully itttitude of tlie South and 
Ceiilral .Vinericaii republics in tho pres- 
ence of the Cuban rebellion, it says, 
serves to prove that eatdi tlay develnjjs 
Htill more the interests binding theui to 
Sjiaiii. In the United States, despite 
the eflbrts of public opinion in the con- 
trary direction, the President and his 
government have not separated them- 
selves from the line of conduct and the 
loyal friendship which liave always ex- 
isted between the two countries since 
the erciition of the re))uhlic. The Poi)e 
has given renewed symiitithy to Spain. 
T"'lio ^overiiii'ent, the speech continues, 
will present the declaration signed by 
.lapan on the subject of tlie deliiiiitatioii 
of the Spanish and ,la])auese possessions 
in the far East. The speech praises the 
conduct of the army and navy, during 
the'strugglc in Cuba. 

T'lie government is actively occupied 
with an increase of tho defences for tho 
peninsula and for the colonies. The 
army will soon be provided with new 
pattern rifles and a complete artillery 
equipment. Spain has already increased 
hernavy by twenty-five gunboats and 
other vessels. An extraordinary budget 
will lie presented to provide for the ac- 
(]nisitioii of now ships and improving 
the arsenals. 

At a meeting of Liberal deputies anu 
senators yesterday afternoon Senor 
Siigasta admitted tho didicultiea attend- 
ing the iininediate application of re- 
forms in Cuba, and denied the right of 
the United States to recognize the in- 
surgents aE belligerents, since, he added, 
they did nothing but flee before the 
Spanish troojia, burn prooorty and com- 
mit murders. Continuing, Senor Sagasta 
expressed the belief that I'resident 
Cleveland would not accord belligerent 
rights to rebels who have no government 
with a fixed place of residence, and wlio 
do not hold any fortified position. Senor 
Sagasta. also promised to supjjort the 
government in the matter of expendi- 
tures necessary to prosecute tho Cuban 
campaign, an(l declared that the election 
in Madrid and Cuba should beiiuaslied. 



NORTH W EST PEOSPEfyi'S. 

C.F.R. Reports as to the Seeding Alone the 
Line of the Road. 

Wi.sNifico, May 12 — (Special) — Super- 
intendent Whyte, of the Canadian P:i 
cilic, has received information as 1o 
seeding from districts lying tilotig the 
line of railway. Ihe weather has been 
fairly favorable for seeding oi)Oratioiis 
and good work lias l)een accomplished. 
Ill th(! very wet section atManpiette and 
in the vicinity ot W' in nipeg there will be 
quite a decrease in the acreage under 
crop. From Austin east there is from 
10 to 30 per cent, less acreage 
under crop than Inst year. The 
same applies east of 'the Red 
river on the Emerson branch line and 
in some parts of Southern Manitoba. 
On the other hand there is a slight in- 
crease !it such points in the west as 
Stoi'ktoii, Indian Head, Uegina, White- 
wood, Wapelhi, Alainedti, Sintaluta, 
Cirenfell, Balgoiiie, tind alPipeslnne ami 
Niiiua. In the province llie increase 
varies from 5 to ner cent. At Wink- 
ler and Oretna the decrease will be 
about 10 per cent, less than last year. 
Seeding will be linished by the 'J3r'd in- 
stant.
